Tbe Lome dressmaker will find that 
« few little tricks of the trade areji 
marvelous aid in making up and alter¬ 
ing clothes. There Is always a right 
way and a wrong way of doing even 
the simplest bit of dressmaking. Hera 
are a few right ways: 

Make the under part of a sleeve 
double, so that it can be darned, as 
this part wears out sooner than the 
upper. 

Always shrink a new braid before 
sewing to a skirt, otherwise the bot¬ 
tom of the skirt will become pm-kered 
the first time of wearing in a shower 
of rain. 

In shortening a skirt pattern, always 
fold a pleat across the middle of the 
pattern; never shorten from the top 
or bottom of the skirt, or the shape 

will be spoiled. 

Home dressmaker* who have diffi¬ 
culty in pressing curved seam* will 
find a rolling pin a very good pressing 
board, if a clean cloth be wrapped 
around it. 

When putting steel or whalebone 
into a bodice bend them slightly a$- 
tlie waist before putting into casing.
